Finding  hope  in  a  time  of  tragedy 


On  April  16,  2007,  Seung-Hui  Cho  took  the 
lives  of  32  Virginia  Tech  students  and  faculty 
members  and  wounded  25  others  before  taking 
his  own  life. 

He  began  his  shooting  spree  just  after  7  a.m. 
Cho  entered  the  West  Ambler  Johnston  dormi- 
tory and  killed  two  students.  The  murders  began 
again  two  hours  later,  when  Cho  entered  Nor- 
ris  Hall  and  unloaded  at  least  147  rounds  into 
classrooms.  Between  the  two  shootings,  Cho 
mailed  a  video  confession,  pictures  and  letters 
to  NBC  News. 

Seven  students  and  faculty  members  were 
killed  or  wounded  while  trying  to  protect  stu- 
dents in  Norris  Hall. 


Cho,  a  senior  English  major,  had  been  advised 
by  teachers  to  seek  professional  help  for  his  dis- 
turbing writings.  He  had  also  been  in  and  out  of 
therapy  for  a  variety  of  disorders  and  had  been 
accused  of  stalking  and  harassing  two  women. 
Memorials  to  the  dead  and  wounded  began 
appearing  across  Virginia  Tech's  campus  after 
the  shootings.  In  remembrance  of  those  who 
lost  their  lives,  32  stones,  each  bearing  the  name 
of  one  of  the  dead,  were  placed  in  a  semicircle 
around  the  drill  field  viewing  stand.  These  stones 
will  be  given  to  the  families  of  the  32,  and  a 
300  pound  limestone  memorial  will  be  placed 
there.

Delta  state  is  host  to  over  60  international  students  representing  30  different  countries  from  all  over  the  world 
The  international  student  body  on  campus  tries  to  meet  once  a  semester  to  bring  all  the  new  and  returning 
international  students  together.  This  social  mixer  gives  the  students  a  chance  to  socialize  with  other  students 
on  campus  as  well  as  the  Cleveland  community.  "It's  an  opportunity  for  everybody  to  get  to  know  our  inter- 
national students,"  says  Marilyn  Kelly,  international  student  advisor.  "We  invite  the  campus  and  the  commu- 
nity out  to  meet  them  and  this  gives  them  a  chance  to  see  the  very  different  cultures  we  have  right  here  on  the 
Delta  State  campus,"  says  Kelly.  Many  of  the  international  students  play  sports.  "That's  why  most  of  our  in- 
ternational students  come  to  Delta  State,"  says  Kelly.  "We  have  a  big  population  of  swimmers  and  tennis  play- 
ers." Interested  parties  both  on  and  off  campus  support  the  International  Student  Assossiation.  These  people 
become  the  student's  support  base  while  at  Delta  State.  "The  impression  of  Delta  State  is  very  important  to 
build  the  net  for  recruitment.  "We  are  the  best  value  of  the  South,"  explains  Kelly.  "Because  international  stu- 
dents are  international,  we  don't  have  a  key  recruitment  base  in  other  countries,  so  a  lot  of  our  students  find 
out  about  us  through  other  international  students.  The  recruitment  process  starts  with  word  of  mouth.  From 
there,  the  students  will  contact  me  through  information  found  on  the  Delta  State  website,"  says  Kelly.  "The 
students  then  apply  to  college  as  any  other  student  would,  but  they  must  also  apply  for  immigration  status, 
also  known  as  F-l  student  status.  This  sets  them  up  with  their  VISA  and  passports,"  explains  Kelly.  "This  is  a 
process  that  can  be  very  tedious,  but  I  am  there  to  help  them  through  this  process  as  well,"  says  Kelly.  "A  big 
part  of  their  immigration  requirement  is  having  a  financial  base  to  be  supported  while  in  college.  The  interna- 
tional students  have  to  prove  head-on  that  they  have  the  financial  backing  to  pay  for  their  education.  This  is 
the  only  huge  difference  between  their  application  process  and  that  of  any  other  college  student,"  says  Kelly.

Among  other  highlights  of  their  season,  Delta  State  placed  region-  high  1 0  players  on  the  2007  Daktron- 
ics  All-Southeast  Region  team.  Leading  the  fiery  trail  once  again  was  senior  linebacker  Michael  Eubanks  with  his 
successive  First-Team  nod.  Junior  cornerback  Monterio  James  joined  Eubanks  on  the  First-Team  defense,  while 
offensive  lineman  Mark  Ellis  and  junior  athlete  Dedrick  Wilson  were  selected  to  the  First-Team  offense.  James 
intercepted  four  passes,  recovered  two  fumbles,  one  he  returned  for  a  touchdown,  and  broke-up  a  team-high 
nine  passes.  He  also  recorded  37  tackles.  Ellis  anchored  an  offensive  line  that  opened  holes  for  the  Gulf  South 
Conference's  top-ranked  rushing  (232.1  yards  per  game)  and  total  offense  (468.5  ypg).  During  the  2008  Valero 
Cactus  Bowl,  Eubanks  was  voted  the  most  valuable  defensive  player  after  registering  a  record  five  tackles  for 
loss  as  the  East  team  defeated  the  West  team  42-1  3.  Joining  Eubanks  from  DSU  are  AII-GSC  performers  Jer- 
emy Ricks  and  Jamarcus  Wiggins.  Ricks  proved  to  be  a  three-way  threat  this  season  as  receiver,  rusher  and 
kick-returner.  Wiggins  paced  the  Statesmen  defense  with  seven  interceptions  and  three  blocked  kicks.  Other 
standouts  on  the  East  team  include  running  back  Drevon  Wallace  who  finished  second  in  the  nation  in  rushing 
with  2 1 38  yards  and  24  touchdowns.  Who  knows  what's  in  store  the  Statesmen  next  season?  If  it's  anything 
like  last  season,  they  will  be  sure  to  give  their  fans  one  hell  of  a  show.

The  Delta  State  softball  team  ranked  29th  out  of  61  NCAA  Division  II  schools 
in  team  grade  point  average  with  an  overall  GPA  of  3.296,  the  National  Fastpitch 
Coaches  Association  announced.  There  were  only  30  of  118  Division  I  schools  which 
had  a  GPA  higher  than  the  Lady  Statesmen.  The  resignation  of  assistant  coach  Joy 
Long  went  into  effect  July  9th.  Head  softball  coach  David  Kuhn  announced  the 
hiring  of  Brandi  Vondenstein  as  assistant  coach.   Over  her  two  year  playing  career, 
Vondenstein  started  1 12-of-l  15  games  played.  Her  exceptional  defense  and  work 
ethic  helped  the  Lady  Statesmen  to  the  GSC  West  Division  crown  in  2005.  Freshman 
pitcher  Edie  Oliver  is  heating  up  at  the  right  time  for  the  Lady  Statesmen  softball 
program.  The  Gulf  South  Conference  named  Oliver  the  West  Division  Pitcher  of  the 
Week  for  a  third  time  during  a  four  week  period.  Brittany  Tillery,  a  5-foot-8  outfielder, 
also  set  a  single -game  record  for  triples  with  three  against  Stillman  University.  Tillery 
currently  has  four  triples  on  the  season,  good  for  fourth  place  on  the  single  season 
triples  list.

She  has  finally  finished  her  college  education,  57 
years  later.  Commenting  on  her  completion  of  a  college 
degree,  Sunderland  said,  "It  feels  great.  I  did  not  know  I 
was  so  close,  Id  been  taking  a  class  now  and  then!' 
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The  keynote  analyzed  the  1979  rock  classic, 
"Another  Brick  in  the  Wall;'  by  Pink  Floyd.  The 
famed  lyrics  denounce  the  value  of  education, 
suggesting  education  creates  blind  conformity  to 
society.  The  chorus  of  the  song,  which  Dr.  Scott 
Hutchens,  associate  professor  of  psychology- 
made  the  graduates  sing,  repeats,  "We  don't 
need  no  education.  We  don't  need  no  thought 
control.  Teachers  leave  them  kids  alone.  All  in 
all,  yotre  just  another  brick  in  the  wall!'

John  Grisham  visits  Delta  State 

It  was  an  event  34  years  in  the  making  and  what  an  event  it  turned  out  to  be!  Over  600  at- 
tended "John  Grisham  on  American  Treasures:  Books,  Baseball,  and  'Boo'"  on  Monday  night 
at  the  Bologna  Performing  Arts  Center  on  the  campus  of  Delta  State  University.  The  event 
brought  together  the  best  of  the  literary  world,  John  Grisham,  with  one  of  baseball's  greatest 
ambassadors,  Dave  "Boo"  Ferriss. 

The  duo  covered  Grisham's  time  at  Delta  State  pursuing  his  dream  of  playing  collegiate 
baseball  for  the  Statesmen  and  how  coach  Ferriss'  decision  affected  his  career.  John  Grisham 
has  joked  many  times  before,  "Any  literary  success  I  have  had  is  because  of  'Boo.'" 

"Tonight's  event  was  more  than  we  could  have  ever  asked  for,"  said  Jeremy  McClain,  Direc- 
tor of  Athletics.

Upon  the  release  of  every  new  book,  Grisham  never  fails  to  send  "Boo"  a  per- 
sonalized copy  with  the  inscription,  "Thanks  for  putting  me  on  the  right  career  path,  Coach." 

"John  has  continued  to  support  our  program  throughout  the  years  and  when  he  brought  up 
the  opportunity  to  come  to  DSU  for  this  event,  I  was  floored,"  said  Ferriss.  "We  have  a  special 
connection  with  him  like  no  other,  and  that  is  worth  showcasing." 

The  event  closed  with  an  auction  featuring  items  from  Grisham  and  baseball  memorabilia 
from  the  professional  and  collegiate  ranks.  The  entire  event  raised  in  excess  of  §100,000  for 
Delta  State's  Green  and  White  Fund.
